• liddn nV cduvalioii. That the word 
Inis in i been spoken must lie laid to a 
bilking of that responsibility 
I’he l’arent-Teacher Associations 
arc voicing a growing appeal for a 
united and awakened league of pa¬ 
rents lo demand better and cleaner 
million pictures; tu bur Insidious and 
u :vc a; peals llirimgh ndvertls- 
ig and In censor programs on the 
i ,-n ’ i .

TO STUDY STATE PROBLEMS 

Frankfort, Ky. May 2—A Citizens 
Advisory Connell, composed of nine 
outstanding Kentuckians, lins hooti 
appointed by Governor lluby Lnffoon 
to make a survey of Ihe state's legis¬ 
lative needs anil draft a program to 
lie submitted to tbe next general as 
-etnlily. Those whose services have 
been cmnmnndercd for tbe task are: 
Judge Samuel M. Wilson. Lexington 
Judge lllclmrd (1. Stoll. Lexington 
Robert F. Vaughn, Louisville 
Hennings Chambers. Louisville 
Hailey P. Wooton, Frankfort 
Clarence <>. Graves, Georgetown 
Men Williamson, Ashland 
John E. Brown. Sholbyvllle 
James Cl. Wheeler, Paducah 
"I have asked these gentlemen 1 
give tlielr time and services to the 
state in an effort to outline a legis¬ 
lative program that will best meet the 
needs of this commonwealth," Govern 
or Lnffoon said. Since there is no pro 
vision by which tlie group may be 
compensated, they will give their 
services to tbe state. 

It is expected that services of ex¬ 
perts in governmental surveys will lie 
secured to assemble data which will 
be placed liefore the Citizens Advisory 
Council. Governor Lnffoon estimated 
that such a survey could be conducted 
by experienced talent for $12,500. He 
said Mint be expected lo be able to gel 
money from private sources to flnanc • 
this study which will embrace nil 
phases of state government, in an ef¬ 
fort to ascertain the most effective 
reorganization in the state. 

A public research institute, snptiort- 
ed by endowment. Is expected to pro 
vide half the funds and Governor 
Lnffoon believes that the remniidng 
can lie raised from civic organizations 
in tlie stnte. 

The Citizens Advisory Council will 
lie asked to assume the important 
responsibility of drafting a plan for 
re-orgnnlzntion of the stnte govern¬ 
ment so as to promote economy and 
enhance efficiency, it was explained. 
A plan of budgetary control, under 
which all revenues received by the 
stnte will be budgeted and expendi¬ 
tures couflned to budget provisions 
will be one of the Important phases of 
re-organization assigned the Citizens 
Advisory Council. 

Tbe Governor will suggest that the 
Council conducta series of hearings in 
which they call before them lending 
authorities on various phases of state 
problems and bear suggestions from 
them. "I think valuable advise could 
be secured from Governor Paul V. 
McNutt, of Indiana, and 1 hope he 
will accept tin invitation to appear 
before the Council and outline tlie plan 
that lias lieiin followed in tlie state 
of which lie is governor." said Gov 
ernor Laffoon. 

Effort will lie made to collect data 
from tlie 43 states iu which legisla¬ 
tive sessions have this year been held. 
It was pointed out than an analysis 
of legislative enactments of states 
whose legislative bodies this year 
wrestled with problems such as will 
face tlie Kentucky General Assembly 
-di 'iild produce many valuable sugges¬ 
tions. 

"I believe the men I have asked to 
undertake this important work have 
the best interests of the Common¬ 
wealth at heart," said Governor Laf 
fi.on. They are capable of drafting c 
forward-looking program such as will 
meet with approval of the people of 
Kentucky."

DlHrPKnrrtlnff his record of ImvhiK

to carry out the taxpayers’ demand 
I for fiscal reform and serves notice 
itail lie will ask the next General As 
-cuddy for dictatorial power to effect 
■ i reorganization of the State Oovern- 
I meiit. 

In a speech before the Kentucky 
Kducntlounl Association in Louisville 
Friday Governor Laffoon stated lu 
proposed to follow the example set by 
President Roosevelt nt Washington 
and Governor McNutt in Indiana, and 
would recommend to tin* next General 
Assembly of Kentucky tbe enactment 
of laws giving to tlie Governor abso¬ 
lute authority to combine tin* duties 
of some of the boards and comn.tslons 
and to abolish others of them that are 
now engaged in performing State 
governmental duties and to reorganize 
tlie State government along scientific 
lines. 

Much us tlie Governor mav now 
venrn for the powers of a dictator, we 
do not believe tlie people, of tile stnte 
will permit It to be granted him. He 
bad Ills opportunity at the first ses¬ 
sion of tbe Legislature to throw tbe 
Iiower of his administration Isdiind 
reorganization and reform, but lie 
chose to use bis Influence In tlieoppo- 
slte direction and tbe people of Ken¬ 
tucky soon became convinced that it 
was futile to look to him for relief. 
They no longer have any faith In 
either bis proposals or bis promises. 

The investing of an Executive with 
dictatorial power should not be done* 
except ns a last resort. Such authority 
Improperly exercised or used for 
selfish advantage would result dis¬ 
astrously to tbe very people* it Is aim¬ 
ed to benefit. Before granting such 
power to Governor Lnffoon It might 
be well to recall the major pledges he 
made during bis campaign for election 
and measure them with bis record o* 
performance. 

Candidate Laffoon promised tin* 
farmers and home-owners that their 
property would be relieved from State 
taxation, but Governor Laffoon denied 
them relief, using his veto power to 
prevent a reduction of one-third in 
the State tax rate passed by the Legis¬ 
lature from becoming effective. 

Candidate Laffoon promised that 


la* would pu- off the State’s $10,000. 
000 floating indebtedness during bis 
term of office. Sixteen months after 
he became Governor tbe debt hit* 
grown to $14,000,000. 

Candidate Laffoon promised lu* 
would abolish useless offices. To this 
date Governor Laffoon has alKillshod 
no Jbl s. On flu* contrary be influenced 
the Legislature to add a ninth mem¬ 
ber to tbe State* Highway Commission 
and to replace tbe non-snlflried Board 
of Charities and Corrections with a 
Board of Public Welfare witlireguLi • 
salaries for its members. 

Candidate Laffoon said there was a 
“big leak” In tbe administration of 
tbe State’s affairs nt Frankfort and 
promised retrenchment and reform 
after lie was elected. Since be became 
Governor report after report filed 
with him by the State Inspector and 
Examiner has charged departments. 
I urea us and commissions with waste 
and extravogence, yet nothing ha 
been done about It. 

Candidate Laffoon told tbe taxpay¬ 
ers that they were being required to 
carry too great a burden and promis¬ 
ed them adequate relief.

FACTS FOR THE FARMER 


O NE of the senators created quite 
a furore In the recent session of 
congress by Ills criticism of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture for what lie 
called a woeful waste of money In 
printing pamphlets and documents for i 
the Information of agriculture. The 
senator, suddenly seized by a desire 
for economy, selected s pamphlet 
which he described ns "The Love Life 
of a Bullfrog,” on which to make his 
own play for publicity. 

It was true that the Department 
of Agriculture had Issued n pamphlet 
concerning bullfrogs, although I failed 
to find In It any reference to Ills love 
life. On the other linnd, that docu¬ 
ment contained the results of a study 
of that little friend of man In order 
to show how greatly he helped hy 
Ills Insatiable appetite for certain 
kinds of Insects, protecting the health 
of the nation and the crops the farm¬ 
ers grow. 

Obviously. It seems like a wnste of 
money until you know how fnrrencli- 
lng the investigations of the depart¬ 
ment prove to he. It Is, however, 
proper to point out that without nil 
or these scientific studies, farming 
would not he whnt It tins proved to 
he, a gigantic resource of a great 
nation That statement Is made, not¬ 
withstanding the recognized fact that 
farmers, ns everyone else, have suf¬ 
fered In the worst depression of mod¬ 
ern history. It Is my deliberate con¬ 
clusion that farmers would have been 
worse olT except for the help of their 
government In this connection, 

There tire not thousands, but mil¬ 
lions of these pamphlets, documents, 
books, leaflets and printed material for 
newspaper publication sent out each 
year by the department. If its work Is 
to he of aid to those for whom It Is 
Intended, they must be made acquaint¬ 
ed with It. So, It does seem that gov¬ 
ernment expenditures of this kind 
are Justifiable up to a certain point; 
Just ns valuable, Indeed, as are other 
funds spent by the department In the 
thousands of studies, researches, ex¬ 
periments and administrative direc¬ 
tion of Its work. 

It Is readily understandable how 
agriculture gains from scientific work 
thnt results In prevention of cholera 
among hogs, hoof nnd mouth disease 
among cattle, rust in wheat, and oth¬ 
ers of that character. Likewise, the 
experiment station In your state. If 
you have happened to visit It, gives 
you a clear lden of results to be 
gained from doing things a certain 
way, but It Is not so easy for the 
person who lias not traced eacli oper¬ 
ation through to Its ultimate conclu¬ 
sion to see where some expenditures 
are Justified. 

All the while und In countless wnys, 
the scientists of the department nre 
seeking to find facts, fncts of value 
to the farmer, and when they hnve 
helped the farmer they hnve likewise 
performed a service for the man In 
the city, since agriculture Is funda¬ 
mental In- our economic life. 

Thus, we find In the Department of 
Agriculture, bureaus of animal Indus 
try and dairy Industry, of agricultural 
economics nnd home economics, one 
relating to plants, and another rclnt 
Ing to control of foods nnd drugs In 
Interest of people's health, to men¬ 
tion n few of them. Each has Its 
place and purpose. Each has been 
created by u congress that saw a 
need for the work that It was to do. 

It may seem strange, at first thought, 
that the weather bureau and the bu¬ 
reau of public roads should have been 
lodged In the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. But tlie functions they performed 
at the time they were organized were 
more Intimately related to agriculture 
than to any other economic effort. 

7’he vast anmiul expenditures of 
the federal government, In co-oper¬ 
ation with the stutes, for construc¬ 
tion of public roads had their Incep¬ 
tion from a desire to enable farmers 
to reach markets. Itlght on top of this 
came the deRlre to enable farmers to 
receive their mall through the fni'Hung 
system of rural mall routes, and so 
llial agency has gone along, year uft- 
er year, ill development of the great¬ 
est system ot public highways ex¬ 
isting In any nation on earth. 

It was the same v. Ilh the weather 
bureau. Farmers, with perishable 
crops, needed Information ub fur in 
advance us possible and the govern¬ 
ment tried to arrange It for them. Of 
course, In later years, the “weather 
muu" lias come to he a vital factor In 
the life of the air pilot and In commer¬ 
cial and Industrial effort as well, but 
It remains lu the Department of Agri¬ 
culture for the good and sufficient 
reason that It can be administered 
better there than In uny other brunch 
of the government nnd the purpose 
of Its luceptlon rumulus ns Its funda¬ 
mental basis of operation.

A simple water system, including 
pipe from the water supply to lue 
kitchen, pitcher pump, sink and drain 
age line can he installed for $15 to $25. 
depending on Hie distance Involved: 
and should give trouble-free oiierntion 
for 10 to 10 years. 

When tobacco plants make unsatis¬ 
factory growth, tlie application of 5 
gallons of a solution of 10 pounds of 
nitrate of soda iu 50 gallons of water 
to each 200 squnre feet of bed will 
speed them up. The solution should be 
put on with a sprinkling can and fol¬ 
lowed with an equal amount of clear 
water to plevent Injury to the plants. 

Jinny farmers, especially dairymen. 
Insure summer pasture by sowing a 
few acres of Sudan grass. It should 
lie sowed as soon as the soil Is warm 
usually by 51ay 15, or from that date 
until June 15. It makes good grazing 
in six weeks, or about tlie time grass 
is beginning to be affected by hot 
weather. 

May 15 to June 1 is the time to 
plant tomatoes, beans peppers, sweet 
corn, melons, squash, pumpkins, sweet 
pot a Iocs nnd other warm season gar¬ 
den crops. Beans nnd corn should he 
planted every two weeks until August 
1. for it continuous supply.

T ilK United States and Canada 
have Just lately concluded a treaty 
that represents an agreement between 
our government and that of our neigh 
Imr on the north whereby a deep wa 
terway will lie constructed connecting 
the Great Labes and tlie Atlantic 
ocean It is a gigantic engineering 
project that is contemplated; It lias 
vast potentialities for otir people and 
their commerce, and it will stand 
through the years as a monument to 
the genius of two peoples who desire 
to sei' opportunities utilised for the 
good of nil. 

But behind the formal signing of 
i that treaty which took place in tin* 
Department of State here in the Cnpi 
tal city lies many nullifications and 
maneuvers. They are called “negoti 
ntlons” at the end, ami they repre 
i sent as well as any In history the 
processes through which nations must 
i go In reaching agreement on the terms 
| of a contract, for a treaty, after all 
Is only a contract. Treaty negotia¬ 
tions, however, are not unlike swap 
ping of horses in the old days. It Is 
a matter of give and take, and each 
fellow looks out for himself. 

It seldom takes ns much time to ne 
' complish nn understanding respecting 
i treaty terms ns has elapsed since the 
deep waterway proposal first was ad 
vnneed more than fifty years ago 
| Commercial Interests saw the need of 
tt long before our government could 
be Interested In the project. The 
same was true among ttie Canadians 
except that they did not regard devel 
opment of the waterway ns Important 
until recent years because their com 
merce began expanding Inter than 
ours. 

Yet through nil of those years, two 
peoples were slowly but surely moving 
to the point where their governments j 
could agree ns to what was necessary 
In a treaty under which the channel 
could he constructed. There had to ! 
lie a treaty, of course, because the j 
rights of each nation were Involved ' 
and each nation bad to give up some 
of those rights when the contract was 
made. 

Active movements by our govern¬ 
ment, looking to the treaty and the 
waterway project to be built under Its 
terms, wore instituted almost ten 
years ago. At that time, however, 

* some of the statesmen nt the head of 
the Dominion government were not 
friendly to the Idea. There was oppo¬ 
sition as well among certain Interests 
In this country. For example, many 
of the railroads serving the northern 
half of the United States and draw¬ 
ing trnflic from tlie regions around 
and west of the Great Lakes are op¬ 
posed to the waterway for the very 
obvious reason that they fear It will 
take away some of their traffic. And 
so ft goes. Opposition and support 
for the plan may be found every¬ 
where In areas affected by It. 

From tills It Is easily deduced that 
a considerable amount of preliminary 
work had to he done to acquaint the 
peoples of the merit of the project.

So It hns to take 
a hurdle of some eonsqnence before it 
becomes a binding agreement and one 
that Is fully operative. 

When the President transmits the 
St. T.awrenee waterway treaty to the 
senate for Its Consideration, he will 
send with It a letter from the secre¬ 
tary of state explaining Hie benefits 
hoped to he derived. But the senate 
will not be content with that. It will 
turn the treaty over to its committee 
on foreign relations, and that group 
w ’l ho! 1 hearings to which It will In- 
v!r * spokesmen for the various groups 
interested In Its ratification or rejec¬ 
tion. It will listen to both sides. 

In addition, it will Invite the score 
tary of state and the American minis¬ 
ter to Ottawa and experts who partici¬ 
pated in the actual writing of the doc¬ 
ument to come before It and tell what 
the treaty does. These men probably 
will testify in private, however, for It 
must be remembered that all interna¬ 
tional negotiations nre carried on 
largely In secrecy. That is necessary 
because ii Is frequently Inadvisable

Held Possible by Scientists

"Tho sugar hardens tho brlclts, 
gr.atly reducing breakage. One 
brick manufacturer who heard 
about our experiments, tried it out 
in his own plant and reported that 
the slight additional cost of the 
sugar was more than made up by 
the decrease in breakage." 

r. Cox explained that sand-lime 
hr. k i- made differently from clay 
brick u.. is iv. d largely ti.-i 
middle west and , -i. T»m rand- 
lime mixture consists of nli > parts 
sand and one part lime end the 
bricks, after being pressed intu 
shape are burdened In a high pres¬ 
sure steam cylinder. Clay bricks 
are fired. 

Tho use of sugar In mortar. Dr. 
Cox stated, is not new. Old litera¬ 
ture dealing with tho manufacture 
of bricks Indicates that tho Romans 
used a saccharine mixture In mor¬ 
tar and found that It strengthened 
their buildings. No formulus were 
available, however, 'nnd tho Mellon 
Institute research was directed to¬ 
ward discovering In what propor¬ 
tion the sugar should ho usod. 

Records of the Institute discov¬ 
eries, Dr. Cox stated, will ho made 
available to builders and con¬ 
tractors.

"Our tests show that tho tensile 
strength of Band-lime mortar can 
bo increased bj Cl) per cent with 
the addition of about live to six 
pounds of cane sugar to 100 pounds 
of lime," said Dr. Cox.
